mineral acid’ is required by rule II (4) of Appendix A to the General Rules ~ 


“ refertéd to above,,to be of ashes free from cinders, or of chalk, sand, or dry-earth, - 
lif the case of other dangerous goods marked “B” in Part II, Chapter III, rule 
14, the inside packing must be of straw, chaff or sawdust mixed with coal, wood- 
ashes, chalk or sand. : 


2. In the absence of an authoritative ruling as to the proper construction to 
be placed on the reading of the word “concentrated,” difficulties have been 
experienced in determining whether acids presented for carriage by railway are 
concentrated or not. The administrations of some railways treat all acids alike 
and insist on the first method of packing above referred to ; while those of other 
lines, being of opinion that there is no concentrated acid imported into the coun- 
try served by the railways under their administration, accept all acids as_uncon- 
centrated and apply the packing rules accordingly. Complaints have, in conse- 
quence, been made by the public in certain parts of India that, owing to the 
second method of packing, referred to above, being adopted in the case of all 
acids consigned from certain ports, their competitors in business in the latter 
places-have an undue advantage over them. ; 


3. A'concentrated mineral acid means a strong acid in ordinary language, 
but as the strength of acids, when they are pure, varies with their specific gravi- 
ties, the Government of India are advised that there would be practical difficul- 
ties in fixing the specific gravity as a test of strength in order to define the term 
“concentrated” for the purpose of applying the rules for packing referred to in 
paragraph 1 above. While, however, the lax interpretation of the rules by 
one railway administration in cases in which the more stringent rule for packing 
should be adopted, is considered dangerous to other goods and involves the risk 
of accidents, it does not appear necessary to enforce the more stringent rule for 
packing in the case of all acids, but only to restrict it to the three mineral acids, 
vig., Hydrochloric, Sulphuric, and Nitric.
